NEW SITUATION IN EUROPE. 


AN UNCONFIRMED REPORT FROM PARIS. 


ARE THE ALLIES SPLIT INTO TWO CAMPS? 


ot Londaa, August 1 . 

Mr. Lloyd George heightened the mystery 35 regard 3 Renter's 
exclusive news from Paris, that France had recognised General 
Wrangel’s Government and that the Fronch Foreign Office had 
notifed Mr. Lloyd George of the decision yesterday. when be told 
the House of Commons this afternoon that his only information was 
Renter's telegram, and ha coald scarcely credit it. wat 

No confirmation has come from any other source, but enquiries 
made by Reuter’s Agency in Paris elicited s reply that the news 33 
civen was official. -" 

. The action of our French Alls is regarded in London as being 
‘deliberately designed to spike a peace which seemed assured in the 
Near East. It apparently splits the Allied, and Associated Powers 
into two camps, namely France with the United States opnased to 
Britain and Italy. . .

JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN, 


TRIBUTES TO HIS STATESMANSHIP. 


‘ London, August 11. 
There was an interesting incident in the House of Commons on 
the occasion of the Prime Minister moving that His Majsty be 
humbly asked to direct the erection, at the House's expamae, af a 
monument within the precincta of the Palace of Westminster to the 
memors of Joseph Chamberlain, with an inscription expressing the 
House's high sense of his eminent services to the conntry and Em. 


ire. , 
p Mr. Lloyd George, in the course of a long and glowing tribute, 
said there were few men in the history of Britain who had retained 
the passionate attachment of 0 rasny million: of his countrymen 
ever such a long period. Much of Chamberlain’s policy remained 
in the ranks of acute controversy, but a large part was now beyond 
challenge by any section and large enough to accord him an exalted 
fame in tha region of British statesmanship. His viston of the 
importance of strengthening the partnership of Empire had already 
been justified by the sternest and most searching test applicable to 
any proposal, namely that of a great world a 
Mr. Lloyd George, after dwaliing on his brilliant services in the 
region of domestic legislation, said that what Chambertain had 
accomplished for the Empire, parbaps the Dominions w even 
better judges than the people at Home. He aroused the ‘national 
spirit, and awoke the conscionsness of the imperative need of 
strengthening the bonds of fraternity. between the various parts of 
the Empire: The notable part played by the Dominions in the great 
war, especia:ly the alacrity with which they stepped in, was largely 
attributable to «hat he did in arousing a sense of partnership and 
collaboration in the various parts of the: Empire. (Cheers). The 
foture would alone reveal the full extent to which bis 
labours had contributed to the fashioning of the destinies of the 
Empire and, through the Empire, of the fate of mankind. 
Mr. Llosd George quotee Mr. Gladstone as having said..after the 
fetirement of Chamberlain. that he was the mos: remarkable man 
British politics bad produced im the past forty years. . 

Wr. Asquith, in seconding, equally cordially paid tribute to 
Chamberlain's qualities and character. 

The resolution was unanimously carried.

A communique says:~" Enemy cavalry continue to press the 
Poles in the direction of Miawa and have temporarily captored 
Ciechanoff.” The War Minister, M. Lesniowski, hag resigned and 
been replaced by General Sutnowsrki. ‘ 

The importance of the above communique lies in the fact that 
Ciechanoff, which is 45 miles north-west of Warsaw, is a vital point 
on the Danzig-Warsaw Railway, which the Bolsheviks hare thus 
cut, rendering the position of the capital most dargerous.

CULTURE. DYING IN’ RUSSIA.

THE TRAGEDY OF THE - 
SAWANT. 


An aspect of Bolshevist 
“onlture,” of which no detailed 
aceount-has yet appeared, is dis- 
closed in the following article 
from the Tinws.

My first and natural dasire o 
arrival in England was to know

Itis well known that, as regards 
intellactoal cultore, Rusaia el- 
ways stood very high amongst 
civilized countries.

It 
was forther declared that the 
only true science was proletarian 
science, the chief purpas of which 
wasto prove the inevitability of 
the dictatorship of the proletariat 
end the justification ot all the 
methods of Soviet administration, 
EXPLOITING THE PROFESSORS. 

Following these precepts, the 
People’s Commissariat for Educa- 
tion now sought to replace the 
old “bourgeous™ science by a 
new ‘proletarian ™ science. Their 
usual methods of reconstruction 
are very radical; anything that 
obstructs their way is demolished, 
and in its place nothing new is 
created. This, they explain by 
the state of civil war fostered by 
the Entente, which does oot give 
them the opportonity of returning 
to peaceful conditions. 

As regards science, tha Bolshe- 
vistas heave adopted.a different 
method. They know’ that if 
they expel the old scientific staff 
they will never be sble to 
replace them by ™ proletarian” 
scientists, as they will not find 
more than four or five scientists 
in Rassias who belong to the Com- 
munists Party. For this reason 
they bave decided to exploit the

For the training of “conscious 
proletarian scientists” so-called 
Workers’ Faculties have been 
organized at the universities. The 
course of these faculties covers 
two years; the students. must be 
workmen or peasants excluively, 
with party recommendations, and 
with an education not inferior to 
that of a village school. Inthe 
course of these two years the 
worker-student is supposed to 
receive complate secondary and 
university training safficient to 
qualify him asa man of science. 
Itis this class of scientists that 
is deatined.to take the place of 
the “bourgeois scientists.” The 
absurdity of this plan requirea no 
comment. . . 

The common people, however, 
sea nothing wrong in it. They 
were made to understand that 
science was a very simple thing, 
thet hitherto higher education 
was the privilege of the rich 
classes (whieb is quite untrue 
with regard to Russiz), who with- 
held it from the people artificial- 
ly, but now the “liberators of 
the people” have proved that in 
order to obtain a university 
education it required only a two 
years’ leave from the loom. It is 
true at present the majority of 
workmen bare come to untder- 
stand the meaning of this comedy 
and to appreciate it accqrding to 
ite valoe. 

LAW A SUPERFLUOITY. 
Having resolved to utilize the 
old scientific apparatus for the 
creation of their own, the Bol- 
shevists have allowed the on- 
iversities to continue their work 
on the old Hines for the time being. 
The only change of programme 
took place in the Faculty of Law, 
in which all the parely juridical 
courses were abolished and re- 
placed by a larger course in 
economies, Soviet constitution, 
and the Socialist teaching.

Notwithstanding certain pri- 
vileges which the scientists as a 
clasa enjoyed, e.g., higher salar 
iea, the advantage of combining 
several posts, the conditions of 
their life were far worse than in 
the other professions. The tar 
rible struggle for existence has 
evoked special adaptations 
amongst the population. In order 
to maintain their axistence, 
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people were often driven to}.

jobs, innocent in themselves, but 
criminal from the Bolshevist 
point of view.

general economic conditions of 
the country ; secondly, the cond- 
itions in which scientific workers 
were placed.

decline, attract possilly apsssing 
notice from the public as an 
economic phenomenon resoiting, 
like so many other price mave- 
ments in sama mysterious was 
from the war. But there ia every 
treason to doubt whether the 
ordinary citizen bas any idea 
that these extraordinary mote- 
ments in the silver market are a 
matter of concern to Lim. Asa 
matter of fact, the course of silver 
prices does affect in one war 
ot another every person in the 
United Kingdom; and the mere 
fact that, because the Chinaman 
or Indian has ceased ta buy silver, 
for which recently he- exhibited 
for a long period what seemed to 
be an insatiable appetite, cartain 
effecta are thereby produced upon 
economic conditions in ‘the 
United Ringdom, is an instruc- 
tive iMustration of the inter- 
dependence of nations under 
modern conditions of civilisation. 
When we come to examine a 
few single instances of the actual 
and possible effects of tha move- 
ments of the silver market upon 
economic life in this country. i¢ 
will become obvions that the 
ontlook ip tha: market’ is ‘a 
matter of clase material interest, 
not only to the academic eco- 
nomist, the Gnancies, the mian- 
uiacturer, and the exporter, but 
also to every citizen in bis 
capacity as consumer of many 
commodities of general use. 
The first fact that it 
i necessary te remember 

that the quotations of the 
Eastern exchanges—that is the 
value of the currencies of Eastern 
countries as expressed in sterling 
—move up and down closely with 
the rise and fall of silver prices. 
When silver goes up the ex- 
change value of Eastern cur- 
zencies rises; when silver goes 
down the exchange value of 
Eastern currencies falls in pro- 
portion. _The recent sensational 
collapse in the silver market 
bas accordingly depreciated the 
Eastern currencies. This means 
that for the great and various 
supplies of produce and raw 


{materials tat. week by week, 


month by month, we have to buy 
from the East, we are now paying 


‘lin termsof British currency mush 


less than we were paying a few 
months ago. . From this the Bri- 
tish consumer benefits, and be 


-|will benefis the more as the full 


effect of the recent silver decline 
comes into play. Ii one 
enumerates the commodity 
marketain whieh price declines 
have recently taken place, one 
will find that mos: of these 


.trnarkets are those in which the 
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course of quotations depends tos 
preatextent on Eastern supplies 
or Eastero demand, eg the care 
may be. The question of Eastern 
demand for British good brings us 
to the other side of the picture. 
The fall in the price of silver, 
which is advantageous to the 
British consumer, is disadvant- 
ageoua, not only to the Mexican 
American, and Canadian - pro- 
ducer, but also (for the moment 
at any rate) to the! Lancashire 
cotten manufacturer. Thedecline 
in the valne of silver bas im- 
mediately resulted in a suspension 
of fresh buying orders for cotton 
goods for China, snd the fall in 
the value of the Indian rupee has 
similarly checked Indian demand. 
This check in the flor 
Lancashire exports to two very 
important markets dominates tke 
cotton position at the presen: 
time. And, altough cotton man- 
ufsctures fortn such ap importan. 
portion of cur trade with the 
Bast, they are very far from 
being the only exports which 
Britain sends to Eastern 
countries. Other. manufactures 
relying partly on Eastern markets 
find the fall in silver a matter of 
cluse importance to themselves.

To certain clauses in the Act therq can be not the slightest 
possible objection, but there are other clauses which have been 
described as unjustly discriminating against Britain and Japan. 

i Amongst them may be mentioned those which authorise preferential 
‘treatment of American vessels in American ports; those which grant 
preferential railway rates to American cargoes exported in American 
yeseelg; end those which prohibit the transit trade via a Foreign 
port or country, of goods conveyed between America or any of her 
To take a look at these Gratis to find much 
When a vessel reaches London. Liverpool or 
Hongkong it matters not what flag she is flying when it comes te 
handling ber cargoes or according her all the various services of the 
port. Todo otherwise would not be to indalge in competition, but 
to indalge in irksome discrimination. But the Jones’ Act provides 
for that. Cargoss landing in England or Isaving it are carried to 
and from the manufacturing centres at the samme rates, ho matter 
whetber they have been or are to be carried in British bottoms. 
There has been ‘no discrimination and, until this Act, there was 


©. none in America. But ell that is changed, and American cargo2s 


will now be carried cheaper ‘in the States if they are shipped by 
American steamers than they will be if they are shipped by British, 
_SIspanese, Scandinavian or any other nationslity’s shipping. Under 
this Act it will be illegal for an American firm to ship goods to the 
Philippines by any other ship than an American ship. It is not a 
question of which Company can provide the better. service:

We had something to sar 
about equeeze the otherday. From 
a Canton paper comes another 
little item showing hor 
Chinese officials feather their 
own nests. We are told that 
the Province of Kwangtung 
should have a receipt of nearly 
four million dollars a sear from 
the various likin stations but that 
the present income from this 
source to the Canton Government 
does not- amount to $1,800,000. 
And the reason? Merely that 
the Commissioner of Finance is 
lunable to remove inefficient or 
dishonest collectors who are being 
backed by influential military 
commanders of the districts in 
which they have practical control 
and are supreme. It doesn’t 
greatly matter tothe taxpayers. of 
course, for they pay whether the 
money goes to the Provincial 
Government or to specific dis- 
bonest individosls. The point 
of interest to us, leaving aside the 
general question of official cor- 
ruption io Chios of which this is 
a typical example, is that such 
state of affairs should prevail in 
a province which is governed by 
a body whose leaders are for ever 
talking about their righteousness 
and their wonderful adminis- 
trative cepabilities. It really 
doesn’t matter whether Nortb- 
erners or Southerners ale, 
whether there be a Republic 
or a Monarchy—it’s the same old 
story of “squeeze, squeeze, 
squeeze!"

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CHAKSANG IN COLLISION, 


THE MASTER - 
REPRIMANDED. 


With Mr. P. F. David (District 
Judge) as president, the Marine 
Court comprising Commander B. 
A. Cator, RN. Master attendant, 
Capt. M. L. Tonkin, and Capt. J. 
Baxter (piots} conducted an en- 
guiry at Singapore jnto the colli- 
sion which oceurred between the 
Chak Sang and the Ban Fo Soon 
about 8 p.m. on July 9 last off the 
Horsburgh Light. The D.P.P., Mr. 
G. G. Seth appeared for the Crown. 
Mr. V. D. Knowles represented 
the master and owners of the Ban 
Fo Soon, Mr. H. D. Nandell the 
captain and officers of the Chak 
Sang. while Mr. Stevens watched 
the interests of the owners of the 
Chak Sang. 

Very Httle damage was done, as 
2 resolt of the collision, to the 
Chak Sang. but considerable dama- 
ge was done to the port side of the 
Ban Fo Seon. Both vessels were 
stopped acd the respective masters 
offered each other aasistance. The 
Ban Fo Soon was able to put back 
to Singapore without assistance. 
and the Chak Sang proceeded. 

Michael Countney, master of the 
Chak Sang deposed that the Bap 
Fo Soon was sighted at 620 p.m. 
on Joly 9 bearing S. 32 W. He 
was then steering S 57 W true, 
and thogght they: were about 18 
miles away. Their speed was 
about 10°, knots. After sighting 
Ban, Fo Soon’s light he altered the 
course to §.S.W. Later when he 
made the light he altered 5 23 W 
true till the light bore S 45 W true. 
About 7.39 he altered to S 57 W 
and was when about 6 or 7 miles 
from the light. Witness was on 
the bridge and about 16 minutes 
to ® he saw a light, 3 points on 
starboard bow, a red light, mast- 
head Light, and numerous lights 
on side of vessel. He did not take 
sompass bearing then. He left 
the bridge for 3 or 4 minutes to 
Took at the chart on the “chart 
room under the bridge. He then 
went to lay off the course and 
went down again about 5 minutes 
to 8 About 2 couple of minutes 
to 8 he was up again, saw the 
same light, and assumed the vessel 
waa clearing in an almost paraltel 
direction. He did not teke com- 


pass bearing. He saw what he}, 


took to be a stern light, and he 
thought he could pass the other 
vessel safely. He heard one blast 
and gave the order to starboard. 
This was immediately before the 
collision at 8.8.- Assuming that 
this was an-overtaking ship the 
order to starboard was a correct 
one, his intention being to pass on 
her port side. Witness admitted 
he bad committed an error of 
judgment by assuming that the 
vessels were going -to pass’ each 
other instead of converging on 
each other's course.
